About 95% of Canadian children 


are deprived of fluoridation by a States as well as those 


small but loud minoirty — most of 
them without medical or dental 
qualifications — who call fluoride 
‘rat poison” and scare voters away 
from a benefit comparable to vac- 
|cination or pasteurization of milk, 
| it was disclosed in Liberty magasine 
this month. 


Although a recent Gallup poll 
showed 41% of Canadians wanted 
it, only 5’+ have what the experts 
term a safe means of preventing 
| dental cavitics. which afflicts 984, 
| of Canadian children and cost us 
} $72.000.000 a year, says the maga- 
zine’s associate editor, Robert Walk- 
er. 

Endorsed by such _ responsible 
authorities as The Canadian Dental 
and Canadian Medical Associa- 
; tions and the Health League of 
Canada, fluoridation has proved its 
worth in the U.S, and in a ten-year 
period trial in Brantford. Ont., 
where sodium fluoride was added 
to the water in 1945. But only 
860,000 people in 25 small com- 
munities about ‘5’. of our 16,- 
000,000 population -—— are drinking 
fluoridated water. Only two Ca- 
nadian cities of any size flouridate 
theiy water supplies, 

However, anti-fluoridation “crack 
potes and rattlepates” blame flouri- 
dation for sex crimes, idiocy, ruincd 
plumbing, and holes in’ the head, 
and import scare literature from 
the US. One Vancouver pastor 
wrote a pamphlet entitled: ‘“Fluor- 
ide The Poisoning of a Whole 
Rice.” He feels fluoridation is a 
Communist plot to undermine Can- 
ada, A fanatic Toronto woman in- 
sists it is engineered by aluminum 
companies to sell waste products. 

Whether “fanatic addelpates” or 
sincerely confused laymen, they are 
doing Canada’s children much 
harm by keeping fluoridation out.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J. FULCHER 


Every year there are insect pests 
which confront agriculture; this 
year is no exception. Firstly in the 
trees there Was a lack of foliage in 
many bluffs and shelterbelts; this 
was caused by frost damage. In 
many of these trees damage was 
very severe, in others lesser dam- 
age with resulting spotty leafing, 

There are tWo insects which are 
attacking the trees; the damage is 
very noticeable because of less leaf 
foliage on the trees. The aspen 
leaf roller jg one, it causes the 
leaves to roll and on examination 
you will find a green-colored worm 
in the leaf. Aphids are also present 
in some trees; they can become 
very dense and destroy the leaves: 
they can be found on the leaves, 
twigs and branches. Treatment in 
both cases js spraying for the leaf 
rollers. Fifty per cent D.D.T., two 
pounds in 100 gallons of water, for 
the aphids, malathion, 2'» pints in 
80 gallons of water. 

In the crops cutworms are pres- 
ent in many fields. They can be 
controlled in the seeded fields by 
spraying or dusting with 8 ounces 
of aldrin or 1's pounds of chlor- 
dane per acre, If spraying. use 6-10 
wallons of water per acre;

There is a story told about the 
Rev, Thomas K. Beecher and his 
bargain in lemonade.

Later in the day he 
found another boy selling lemon- 
ade. He drank another glass of 
lemonade and gave this boy three 
cents.

Mr. Beecher asked, “How is it your 
competitor up the street sells it for 
three cents and you ask five cents. 
Don't you think he will get the 
business?" “Oh, but a puppy fell 
into his lemonade,” replied the ‘oy. 
It is said, that the following Sun- 
day evening Rev. Thomas Beecher 
preached on the subject, “Beware 
of Bargains.”

This may, they say, result in per- 
manent injury to some of the very 
old trees, while the younger ones 
have a chance of survival. Besides 
all this, the poplars and maple 
trees are in some instances suffer- 
ing from the presence of worms or 
aphids. In the case of worms on 
poplars, they attack only trees that 
are leafed out. They roll them- 
selves tightly inside of the leaf 
where a Spray cannot reach them. 
Trees that are infested with these 
worms should be sprayed with a 
water solution containing DDT 
60’: wettable powder. 1 lb. to 50 
gallons of water. a | 

The DDT has a long residual 
effect and as the worms feed on 
the leaves they will take in the 
poison. With aphide it is a differ- 
ent story. Contact poison must be 
used stich as aldrin or malathion. 

Spruce trees that are infested 
with spider mites or worms of the 
yellow headed spruce saw fly 
should be sprayed. Use mala- 
tion for spider mites and the worms 
if they are both present. If only 
worms are present aldrin will be 
cohen

A recent survey by the Canadian 
Cancer Society showed that 30 out 
of every 100 Canadian women hold 
the erroneous belief that cancer is 
incurable. However, doctors esti- 
mate that with the best possible 
use of “the tools we already have 
and only these tools, 70 per cent of 
women with breast cancer today 
could be “five year cures.” This 
refers to the five years that must 
elapse after treatment has been 
given, before a cancer victim is 
pronounced completely cured. 

At present about 35 per cent of

This method 
was used with a 50-year-old wom- 
an who had a breast removed be- 
cause of cancer. After the opera- 
tion the cancer spread further and 
“he had been given up as hopeless. 
At that point Dr. Murray began his
